Old-fashioned cider apple sauce 
—Boil a five pail brass ketttle of 
sweet new cider to a rich syrup. Fill 
the kettle with peeled and cored sweet 
apples and cook slowly till the apple 
is nearly as clear and ruddy as jelly. 

Squash pie — This recipe for a 
squash pie will be found all right. 
Equal quantities of squash and apple. 
Strain them when boiled, and add 5 
eggs to 1 quart of squash ; milk, rose 
water, sugar, spice, etc., to the taste. 

Cream Slaw — This is an appetizing 
addition to an autumn luucheon. 
With qne-half head of cabbage, finely 
shaven, should be mixed 3 tablespoon- 
fuls of swpet cream and 3 of sugar, 
with pepper and salfc to taste, and i 
pint of Yinegar. 

Creamed potatoes. — Tako eight 
large potatoes, remove the eyes and 
all specks, and boil in salted water 
until done. Then place in a bowl 
with | pound of butter, salt and pep- 
ner ; add a gill of cream. With an 
egg beater whip to a cream. Remove 
to a hot dish and servo immediately. 

Leg of mutton stuffed— Make a 
stuffing with a little beef suet chopped, 
B "!uc ps;V.<,/, ili} me, marjoram, a lit- 
tle grated lemon, nutmeg, pepper, salt, 
and a few bread crumbs; mix all to- 
gether with the yolk of an egg; put 
this under the skin in the thickest 
part of a leg of mutton under the flap ; 
then roast it, aud serve it at table with 
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cream, salcratus to foam, salt to taste, 
and flour to make a stiff batter. Roll 
out into inch-thick, round cakes, the 
size of a fry pan, crease the top with 
straight lines aud bake in spiders over 
the stove. This is good for a break- 
fast dish on some of these cool morn- 
ings. 

Quarter of lamii hoastkd — Take 
fore-quarter of lamb, lard the up 
side of the joint with lean bacon, 
sprinkle the other side thick w 
bread crumbs; then cover with paper 
to prevent the moat from being burnt, 
and roast it. When nearly done, 
it from the fire, and cover the part 
that has been larded, a seconc 
with bread crumbs, seasoned with 
salt and parsley chopped very flue; 
then put the lamb before a bright fn 
to brown It 

Hominy croquettes — Hominy en 
quettes made thus are excellent for a 
chilly morning breakfast : Add to one 
cup of fine grained, cold boiled homi- 
ny one tablespoouful of melted butter, 
stir hard and moisten slowly with a 
cup of milk until of a soft, pasty con- 
sistency; add one tablespoouful of 
white sugar and a well-bcaten egg. 
Roll with the hands well-floured into 
oval balls, dip into beaten egg, then 
into cracker meal, aud fry iu boiling 
hot lard. 

An excellent hash. — Pick meat 
from turkey or ohickeu bones, shred, 
add dressing and what gravy 
may be loft, with small pieces of bis- 
cut line ; heat in oven over 
utes, when thoroughly mo 
i water all will agree "that 
splendid turkey." The final picking 
of the bones is a dry dish, but served 
iu this way the dryness is not there. 
The remnants of a fowl may also be 
treated as cscaloped oysters— a layer 
of shreded or minced meat, then a 
layer of crumbs. 

Glazed ham— This is liked by near- 
ly everyone ; it should first be slowly 
nered until thoroughly done. 
Two or three small onions and a small 
handful of whole spices should be 
thrown iu with it when it is about

•kill in cooking pumpkin pics, so says 
De la Croix iu his ponderous volui 
The fact does not take away any of 
the relish that we may cherish for any 
of the dishes that can be prepared 
from the valuable cucurbita pipo. 

It is now the pumpkin eeason and 
the housewife already knows that 
they hold possibilities beyond Jack- 
lanterns and pies. They may be cut 
into small squares and baked in the 
oven until slightly brown, aud rival 
sweet potatoes. Also in stewing 
pumpkins for to-morrow's pies, 
serve about a cupful for the "body" of 
to-day's custard. It will be a vast 
improvement. Wc do not wish it to 
be sneezed at. A warm one rightly 
mad', is excellent eating. This rr 
will »»e found a good one. Take 
quarts of sifted and stewed pumpkin 
and sweeten with molasses to taste, no 
rule given, as pumpkins vary si 
sweetness. Add a teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon, allspice and nutmeg, and 
a pinch of salt. Fill the pan with an 
equal quantity of sweet milk and stii 
thoroughly. Bake with an under 
crust by a slow fire.

One sometimes tires of this regula- 
tion routine, aud as a pleasant varia- 
tij^of the monotony 1 pound of cold 

ith 3 ounces of beef 
nga corresponding bulk oi 
Timbs, 1 pint of minced oysters 
'iced anchovies, and seasonings OI 
marjoram, salt and pepper 
These ingredients should be thorough- 
ly incorporated and moistened with 
the separately beaten whites and yolks 
of two eggs, thus forming a stiff paste, 
which may be formed into sausage 
cakes and fried. 

Another nice way fo use remnants 
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stir in a tablespoouful of Hour, add 
broth or stock to make the sauce, 
dash of vinegar, and salt, pepper and 
spices to taste. Bring this to a boil 
and strain, and when cold add 
slices of meat and a goodly allowance 
of sliced pickle. Warm the whole by 
gently simmering and serve with sip- 
sets — slices of bread 
an inch thick, shape 
or triangles and fri 
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ist of necessity to keep 
cold meat — roasted or boiled — tlwajfl 
on hand. In the event of an unex- 
pected influx of company after the 
customary day's supplies have been 
gathered In, it will "piece out" I 
nicely and vary the rations.

NOVEL USES OF ARC LIGHTS. 



Arc lights have served msny uses 
outside of conventional methods of il- 
lumination, not merely in connection 
with the good work of attracting and 
then singeing quarts of small bugs 
with big names, but their actual ap- 
plication has been at times quite out 
of the usual course of events. 

An arc light is not usually regarded 
as equivalent for a rifle, although one 
recently served such a purpose with- 
out causing any injury to life. Two 
steamers were racing on Ixmg Island 
Sound, and when in a somewhat diffi- 
cult channel the captain of the slower 
steamer bethought himself of the 
search-light, which was trained on 
pilot house of the rival, causing such 
dazzling of eyes that careful naviga- 
tion was out of the question ; and, 
although green spectacles and irreve- 
rently accentuated speech were fairly 
tried, it became necessary to diminish 
s|»eed and let the other boat pass. 

The electric light doubtless saved 
life, (and also the race) : because, fol- 
lowing the custom of the good old 
times under such circumstances, the 
captain would probably have adopted 
the Western rivw custom of taking a 
rifle, going well forward among the 
freight and picking off the pilot before 
submitting to defeat, or, if unduly 
merciful, he might have contented 
himself with merely passing the bul- 
lets into the pilot house in such a way 
as to chip off the woodwork around 
the pilot by way of vigorous hint. 

E'ectric lighting has been applied to 
races equitably to the interests of all 
parties in horse trots at night, where 
the races were all right, but the peo- 
ple did not conform to the unusual 
change iu hours. 

The actinic rays in are lights render 
them very useful iu methods of pho- 
tography other than those of por- 
traiture. In the iiuiiiprotis applications 
of photography, in copying and en- 
graving, uniform eflfcetl can always 
(«• obtained and the work constantly 
carried on at will indep.- .idei.t of the 
Kin— comfortably taking the weather 
as it comes, whether one has a Far- 
mer's Almanac or not. 

It is not generally considered that 
light is necessary to led a fire, but an 
arc light is to be credited with such 
work in revealing a fire iu the upper 
part of the public building iu Phila* 
delphia, in the summer of 1883, when 
an arc light hanging over the court- 
yard illumined the smoke curling 
from the Are before any flames w ere 
visible to those on the ground. 

In the same city arc light* served a 
very useful purpose in guiding the 
Bremen around the. lower part of a 

building which was burning above. 
The globes were ofthe cup slmpe, and 
readily catching the water from the 
streams leaking through the building, 
present the strange aspect of light 
burning under water. 

I do not recall any instance of the 

B*e of are lights in surgery, although 

an attempt was faithfully made iu (he 
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gaged in the preliminery (and liual) 
experiment* were as follows:

Something should bo done in the 
Harden this month or as early next 
month ai it can be got at. The aspar- 
agus stalks should bo cut and taken 
off 1 he bed. The old wood should be 
cut out of tho currents, blackberries 
and raspberries, and they should all 
be liberally manured. It is also 
good time to get cuttings from t 
best kinds to heel in this winter and 
set out next spring. Even if there arc 
already enough it may pay to make 
new plantations and root out some of 
the older ones when these come to 
bearing. The rhubarb al 
manuring this fall, ant 
it has grown so thick as to i 
small stalks, split the crown of the old 
rool, and take a part of it away to 
start new beds. This is a profitable 
up. especially in a spriiiif when 
there have not been many apples car- 
ried through the winter. Tho straw- 
berries need to have tho weeds and 
superfluous plants taken out in prep- 
aration for the mulching which will 
need to he done later. The material 
for mulching should bo gathered to- 
gether and made ready against the 
time of need.— [American Cultirator.

Perhaps the safest homes tho birds 
have devised aro the snng castles 
built — or rather cut out — by 
woodpecker family. At any rate, it 
is plain that they feel so themselves, 
for their little folk are the boldest ami 
most noisy of feathered babies. You 
will liml that most young birds whoso 
cradles are ou the ground, or much 
exposed, are silent little fellows, rare- 
ly raising their voices above a faint 
peep. They seem to know their safe- 
ty depends on their silence. 

In nests that are higher tho young- 
sters are not so prudent, 
swinging safe from the brunch of an 
elm, calls and cries without ceasing 
but loudest of all are the dwellers ii 
tree-trunks. The llicker bahy \vi! 
stand at his door, a round hole in the 
trunk, for hours and shout at the top 
of his voice ; if he did so on the ground 
he would be snapped mi by many a 
prowler on the lookout for tender 
young nestlings to eat, not to speak of 
tho race of mankind. 

One who is acquainted with the in 
foresting young flickers can alway 
tell when they arc getting ready to fly 
One that I watcli<-d spent several day 
in his doorway, looking about and 
calling vehemently, hardly staying 
away long enough to Bleep, This was 
in striking contrast to lie conduct of 
his parents, who came ami went as si- 
lently as though they had no voices, 
ill he had gown were they heard 
g eaeVdrnoi mtag on dead limbs. 

And the moment the youngling left 
the nest he seemed to umletvtaiid that 
ot so safe as at home, for he 
too became still. 

The most persistent brawler I ever 
heard in a nest is a young sap-sucker, 
or yellow bellied woodpecker, whose 
'oice may be heard anywhere near 
his tree from early morning to the 
lttsk of evening. His home is in a 
lead tree, often with neither hark nor 
limbs left on, so it is perhaps the most 
secure of all ; he seems at least to have 
uo hesitation about making all the 
noise he desires. 

There were other tree-trunk dwell- 
ers in the woods near where I spent 
last summer. Besides the flicker and 
the sap-sucker, there were the red-
